In Indiana That There Will Be an Un- 


usual Shortage of Gas, 


Alexandria, 1ml., Nov. 2S.—The 


fear which is entertained throughout 
the gas belt tlint there will be au un- 
usual shortage of gas should the win- 
ter be severe, is, as gas men believe, 
due to tLe appearance of oil in the 
wells more than to the decrease in the 
prsssure of gas. Numerous wells are 
being drilled in this ricinity under the 
prettit .that they are for gas, but. the 
drillers go farther into the Trenton 
roek than is customary for a gas well 
and consequently strike a {rood flow 
of oil. It is these wells that cause 
the oil to come iato neighboring gas 
wells and to fill up the pores of the 
Trenton rock, where the gas is gener- 
ated. Hundreds of wells have been 
cleaned out this fall and oil separators 
placed on them and when the pressure 


of the well is drawn on to its utmost, 
oil will again clog up the natural chan- 
nels of gas and the result will be a 
shortage of gas. 


The fact that oil exists in a large 


quantity is unquestioned, and oil men 
are extremely anxious to reopen the 
field. 


The legality of the injunction which 


holds the oil industry in check in the 
pf»s belt is being questioned by the 
Standard Oil Company. The ease is 
now before the state supreme court. 
But it is believed that should several 
cotrspanies independent o£ the trust 
commence operations in this field, 
according to the requirements of the 
state, the trust would follow suit and 
not wait for a decision.
